calamity nnd woe. I'o speak of Van 
Diemen'a Land as a large gaol, is to rmpluy 
terms far too mi Id for the inith.

The scene of their opera- 
tion* is un the public roads, or in the 
open foresli, nr on the farms of settlers, 
or in the domestic establishments of vir- 
tuous families. They thus become part 
and parcel of ihe people of the laud. They 
move lo and fro, hauntiug society in all 
it* walks, diffusing the mora! pestilence of 
their depraved nature, and frequently 
breaking out into crimes of drsgiernte 
atrocity- If Van Diemen's Land 1m- a 
gaol, it is a gaol with open iluorv

Ilia Mai tori » Sjctr " Goxoo*."— Kxtract 
of a letter from an OtScer of Her Majesty's 
ship i .'...'.,■ hi, dated 93rd June. IB it, North 
Shore, Monte Video Hay :— " For your amus*. 
mart I shall write a rough account or our 
plans. ThepaDipara which drove uaosahore 
waa the beat teat that hat been eipariarnted for 
twenty-eight yeara, and the tide, which il 
always influenced (a* you well know) by the 
wind in this river, 1*. rJtoportionately high. 
When (he weather and tide absurd, we were 
firmly Hard upright on our keel in the sand, 
to the depth of eight feel fore and aft. Measly 
al) round the ship waa quite dry ; about four 
feet under the atom, the surface of the water 
came up to tha eight feet water- mark on our 
item -peat, and aa we drew sixteen feel of 
water, you will observe that we ere now eight 
feet above, or higher up in tha world than we 
wish to be. Tb.- main difficulty in getting 
het off is. that when the water rlaea three 
or four feel, so as to afford a prospect 
of heaving off. the wind must blow right in, 
and soon nils up all oar excavation* round the 
ship, which have been making for the purpose 
of freeing her from the land, the adherion o( 
which i* very great -, however, we persist in 
digging daily, and improve our puma uf banking 
out the sand, You know the character of 
uiiginaliiy and ingenuity by which tailors art 
•o diitioguLsbed, *nd our uperstioni hem givt 
us full scope for them We have two or three 
times dug away the aattd from th* ship at far 
under a* wa* safe to go; we are driving piles 
on each aide, tu prevent fresh land from wash- 
ing in; that which we have removed being 
carried high up the beach, M d by measure-

thousand tont. I'nder the bilge on etch aide 
we hive placed wayt of large limber, boiled 
together. About five yard. **tern of thc.hip 
lhetindenda and mud contniencea, so that 
shuuld we be enabled to move her about bait 
her own length, all will be tale, although ahe 
will not be aBoit until hauled out nearly* 
mile, on ihe water now ia ; but mud duct not 
hold a thip't bottom in the nicking and 
adhesive manner that aand doe*. To haul off 
by, we have two 24-ineh cabin, attached to 
anchors of SO and 71 oat., and backed by 
oihert of CO and 39 cwt. ; ou cable is taken to 
one paddle thaft, and a tingle whip (the fall 
being a 17-incb etble), one part secured low 
down to the stem-past snd the other paddle- 
shaft This mtntr-uvre ia for the purpose of 
Urting her Hern a* well as hauling her on end ; 
the engines, of course, work these our principal 
purchase*. We have iwo heavy treble pur- 
chase* from our luuinoard bow to anchors sunk 
in the sand near her starboard quarter, and 
worl-ed hy two rapaian* and 100 men, the cap- 
iiuu being auhk in the sand As the ship ia 
not an end on the beach, but nearly at tn an- 
gle offer degreea with it, her atarlxwd being 
the inshore aide, we have anchor* and cables 
laid out on the port . quarter, which have pur. 
chaaes on them, and arc worked by the shlp'a 
capstana. Cndor the bows we nave six or 
eight powerful screw* (such AS ire used 
for lifting great weights, preaaing wool, cot- 
tun, *c . the largest lifts eighty tons, and 
the smallest twenty tons), placed so aa CO ](f| 
and form (tie ship at the tame time astern . Il 
would uke sheets of paper to describe them 
■all, to you must use your imagination to supply 
tba : place of a better description. The ship 
sita upright on her ways, ber masts and 
bowsprit are out, in fart everything but the 
engine. We have taken ttkj ton* out of her, 
*nd shuuld sll other mean* fail, her engines 
i. .mi come out ; they weigh 1137 inns We 
mult then place the ship nearly on her broad- 
side, on a cradle prepared for that purpose, and 
thus launch her ariih battened hatches. If 
our present plans soeeeed, which there is every 
reason to expect, we shall get off whenever it 
blows a good pamper* ; and aa it ia now the 
beginning of winter ber*. we shall have plenty 
of (liens soon.

Ann a single glance at the constitution uf 
the world in general will reveal a multi- 
tude of facta tending to confirm thia 
hypothesis. When lie looks at the ma- 
terial world, at any drjiartinrnl of natural 
science, he will tee that the whole busi- 
ness of philosophy ii to trace suiue one 
genera] law — some one pervading form 
through an infinite variety of combina- 
tions. Every leaf, and every flower, and 
plant, and tree, aud alt [he clsase* of 
animal life, from the zoophyte to the 
elephant, are conMnicted upon principles 
of organization, which the farther we trace 
them, resolre themselves mure easily into 
certain grand comprehensive formularies, 
which themselves, we are instinctively 
aasured, are reducible under tome one 
head, though we endeavour to discover it 
in vain. The streams of bring branch 
out into myriads of currents, hut we be- 
— ttr cannot but believe — that there 
is some one fountain head. They exhibit 
a plurality in unity, and an unity in plu- 
rality. 

We louk tu the mind of man, and we 
trace it pasting from infancy to boyhood, 
from boyhood lo manhood, from manhood 
to age, from age to death, through innu- 
merable changes and affections ; each 
mument colouring il with some new feel- 
ing, or intpreasiflg on It a different idea, 
and Mill itt very bring consists in its 
identity aud permanence. Il is a fixed 
point amidst a whirl of external vicisti- 
tudes, with which it combines at every 
moment, and yet is idenlilied with none, 
preserving its own distiucluest while it 
enters into all their forms; until niian 
arrives at hia maturity and perfection, an 
unity in plurality, and a plurality in 
unity. 

We rxatuine the Jaws uf morals , and 
there also perfection consist* m ntrVctiuua 
which unite minds without detl toying 
their individual distinctness ; in obedience 
which harmunisea actions without convert- 
ing subjects into alaves ; in firmness and 
consistency uf conduct, which reduces the 
vacillations of human thoughts and feel- 
ing! into order and permanence, while 
i Mill they are permitted to exist • in 
' energy, which mailers and subdues op- 
potiug wills and force* ; in quietude, 
which maintain* an unity of being 
amidst all the vicissitudes of the world ; 
in faith, by which a multitude of intel- 
lects (vary as they may in power, in 
situation, or in age,) are yet capable of 
receiving and presming one eternal, im- 
mutable body of truth ; in resson, of w hich 
the one object and paramount law it, to 
extract from a chaos of phenomena, one 
pervading universal truth, white the phe- 
nomena themselve* are permitted to retain 
their distinctness and reality, 

&o il it with the World of imagination. 
Every theory of beauty embrace* two 
elements ut onrr. One colour will not 
constitute a picture ; and yet over n va 
riety of colours there must be thrown one 
lint and lone. One line will nut form a 
itaiue , and yet, from a multiplicity of 
linei the acnljilor must place before the 
eye tome onr cuntiMent image. A build- 
ing is a rryifal limit ion of forms , yet 
lowers and pinnacles, arches and vaults, 
aitle* and niches, fretted roofs and sculp- 
tured corbel*, windnwi Hulling with all 
the colon rt of (he rainbow, and carving! 
wrought into a labyrinth of net -work- 
all these, when wruiighl together by (he 
hand of a master, are fiained and dove- 
tailed intu one grind plan, realising one 
idea, permeated with one spirit. The 
poet brings upon the aUge not one, bnt a 
inoltiludeof characters , he represent* life 
ill all il* forini, the human mind in all it* 
phases j his very excellence consuls in the 
comprehensiveness and versatility of hit 
conception*. But if he understand his art, he 
■fill link together not only his acts and 
events by their relatiuii to some one end,

DUELLING IN OUR INDIAN ARMY.

Till: lamentable dra(h of the gallant Co I. 
Fawtell, aud the debates I hot fultuwed iu 
the British Partiatnenl, in reference to the 
wilhhnldiiig n pension from that diMin- 
guithrd office; a widow, may reasonably 
be auppojvcd lo have suggested to the au- 
thorities ai lhe War Office lhe necessity fur 
issuing the new article! againtt duelling, 
forbidding all persons in Her Majesty i 
service henceforth either sending or re- 
ceiving a ihatlengr, with admonitory in- 
struction* tu Commander* of Corps, which, 
if proiierly acted upon by them, will save 
many a brave officer the bitter regret uf 
having stained his hands with the blood 
of perhaps an esteemed comrade^ instigated 
tu thr deed by some buttle -feud or intem- 
perate remark — consequence* that the 
munilory interference of a superior, as 
advised in the new article*, might have 
prevented. In nu jiait of the service, 
perhaps, will there be greater occasion for 
Ihii admonitory watchfulness' and deter- 
mination on the part of the superior 
uffkers, in carrying out the principle* of 
lhe new order, than in our Indian army j 
lhe durtlft lieing pretty nearly as much a 
matter uf recurrence with them aa a dish 
uf curry at the me**-Uble. For, whether 
in camp or cantonment, tl i* no unfrequent 
occurrence fur the itillness of (he night to 
be broken by the reports uf pistols, fol- 
lowed at intervals by other discharges, the 
peculiar character of which ha* well in- 
formed us of the purpose for which such 
tiring has been in reauititiun. Probably 
at daybreak iJif troopi have been ordered 
out to attend the funeral obaeijuiri uf 
Lieut. A,,orCapt. H. reported to tu*ve 
died suddenly ; the mmo mortii being 
pretty well underMood, though not other- 
wise announced. 

But in India, where the military form* 
the principal portion uf the European 
community, duett are not only taken 
little or nu nutice of, hul arc rather en- 
couraged than otherwise. Whatever may 
be a soldier'* ideas uf duelling, and how 
much soever he may abhor the practice, 
yet it were better for him at oner to quit 
the service tlian refuse a challenge. He 
would be tcuuted, not unly at lhe mess- 
table, in tuch event, and by the officer* of 
hia own corps ; but hr would be putted a* 
a coward throughout the service — a con- 
sequence few men are prepared to encoun- 
ter. If au uJHcer be ever so cautioui he 
will hardly paai through the service, es- 
pecially during hia early career, without 
being subjected to a challenge, grounded 
un some supposed insult or niher, aud 
which, being accepted, too often termi- 
nates fatally to one party, and leaves the 
survivor to spend the remainder or hia 
days with the conaciuusnenof having tent 
a fellow -creature prematurely to hi* 
grave, twine have even gloried in having 
" killed their man." and thut adding 
a degree of terror (u their names, and 
being considered men of tried courage, 
hare been falsely flattered by *uch a dis- 
tinction, rather to court than thun cause 
fur challenge. Ii ut on the other hand, 
many there are who, were it pouible, 
would gladly recall the unfortunate event ; 
who, if it had to be repeated, would shud- 
der at the bare idea of again " going 
out," though tyrant cuMom might en- 
force it. 

If seconds on these occaaions would 
exercise their bet! influence lo bring the 
principal! lo some amicable arrangement, 
or if senior ..(liters would immediately in- 
terfere by placing the partiet under arret) 
until the dispute could be amicably ar- 
ranged by Commanding Officer* of Corps, 
the Service would be saved the life uf 
many a brave man, and the dnelliit many 
a bitter pang of regret. 

Amongst the more remarkable duel* 
thai occurred in the Indian Army, during 
my servicet in lhe Mysore and other part* 
of our Kaalern lerrituriet, were the follow- 
ing, the firit of which proved fatal tu a 

fine old Waterloo Officer, Major T , 

of the — Light Dragooni . hi* leas fault- 
iest opponent being a fine youngoAcerof 
the same regiment, who nil) hoUs a com 



-ns lo detect its real character, did 
not appear ; but it so happened thai lhe 
Major who had fur a length uf time 
been in a bad stale of health, was sud- 
denly recommended to viait the Neil- 
gherry Mills for improvement. He started 
fur the latter place accordingly ; but he 
unexpectedly revisited his bungalow stl 
midnight, rushed into his lady's sleeping 
apartmenl, and there found Cornel H 



miatiun in Her MajeMy'i fiervice, and is 
nearly related to some noble and dirtitt- 
guished families in Engtsnd. It was one 
of those cases for which, perhaps, even 
the admiiable articles jun itiued could 
scarcely have .furnished a preventive, re- 
pugnant a* it wilt ever be to a man of 
tiled valour and high military honuu, 
especially, to leave the reparation of such 
an iujury alone to the award uf a civil 
tribunal, however desirable i: might be in 
a highly civilised state uf society 

Comet B , the surviving officer in 

question, joined lhe depot of the 

Light Dragoons, al Maidstone, iu Kent, 
in the year ISS4, where he continued to 
do duty until hit embarkation for India, 
tu join tlse head quarters of the regiment, 
in the latter end of 1 baS or the beginning 
uf ibt<i. Whilst I knew him at the 
depAt, he was deservedly ■ general fa- 
vourite with lhe detachment to which he 
belonged ; and 1 remember with pleasure 
uur embarkation for India, in !S:t5, when 
he accompanied us, with many others, to 
Gravetend. The kindness with which he 
shook baud* with several uf the men, un 
their getting mW the boats «nd pushing 
off fur the ship, haa never been erased 
fioin my mind ; nor his encouraging re- 
mark* to tlie ynongatett, at the same time, 
that he "should toon follow them." 

About a year afterwards Curnet B 

accordingly arrived at Madras, and pro- 
ceeded lo join Head Quarter*, then fixed 
somedistaneeintheinterioriiftheeountry. 
He was in lhe same predicament un hii 
joining the Regiment that motl officers 
are on their iu;.f arrival in India, vn. . 
having mi Bungalow prepared lu receive 
him. However, the hospitality of some 
veteran ufficer generally serve* ihenew- 
rumer on tufh occasions, and, unhappily 

for Cornet fJ and hia entertainer, on 

hit reaching Head Quartern, he was ki mil t 
offered accommodation in the Uungalow 

of Major T , until tuch tioieaalhe 

Cornet could meet with a tuiuble resi- 
dence. Major T was than near sixty 

wears of age, and bad a few years previ- 
•iitly married a young Irish fsdy, whose 
beauty, youih, and captivating manners, 
put the gallant Cornet to that teM, beneath 
which a lest vulnerable bead and heart 
might have forgotten the right* of hospi- 
tality. During CurneL B *■ May at 

thr Majors, ■ familiar intimacy apiuug 
tip between him and the Major * youth- 
ful bride, which, whether it excited (be 
of the Major ut not, Uutl he 



concealed, upon whom he inflicted sum- 
mary punishment. A challenge followed 
as a matter of course, and the parti i<* 
met the same night. As far as *uW- 
quenl conduct can recompense or not 
ft*, such an injury, il is bill just to 

Cornet B to nay that he received 

the fire of the Major more than once with- 
out reluming it. and that il was unly 
when ci in vi need that nothing but hia life 
would satisfy the Major 's w uunded honour, 
that he retaliated IrV firing at his deter- 
mined opponent. The result was, the 
gallant Major, whu had fuughl the ene- 
miei of hit country un the plains uf 
Waterloo, fell, inurtally wounded, lu the 
morning a report was circulated through 

the cantonment that Major T was no 

more, The general understanding ninuugM 
the troops wat that he hod fallrn a victim 
to that ready apology for all sudden deaths 
—the cholera. The fact was. however, 
well known tu all the Officer of hit Regi- 
ment. 

The remaint of the Major were con- 
signed lu the grave with the usual mili- 
tary honours, without further investiga- 
tion, though not without thr sincere 
regrets uf hit hrolher ulBcen for his 
untimely end, ai I can personally teitify, 
being one of the parly who eitendrd hit 
remains to their place uf trpulture. In 
the mean lime hit lady, the unfortunate 
cause of thr disaster, was embarked for 

Kn gland ; and Cornel B vrai for a 

time placed under arrest. Communica- 
tions on lhe subject were officially gone 
through, to far a* wai coutidered nrce*. 
ury to the well-being of the Service, 
which Anally terminated by hit receiving 
eighteen months' leave of able rite tu repair 
to Kngland, with the understanding that 
hr was either to exchange into another 
Rrgiment, or lo quit lhe Service, This 
circumstance seems not to have affected 
his promotion, n* he now holds lhe rank 
of Captain in a distinguished Cavalry 
Corn*, 

Another unfortunate affair, arising out 
of somewhat similar circunistaiicei, came 
under my notice m in tit in India, wherefiy 

a brave fellow, Lieutenant I , uf her 

Majesty'! — pool, was disabled by a shot 
wound in the knee, in a duel with Lieu 



tenant Q— ■ . of the — Dragooni, Whal 
rendered this affair mure truly unfortunate 

was the fact uf Lieutenant I having 

recently had his oiinuiitiion presented lu 
him. after a long and ineriUiriout service 
in the rankt. The nature of the wound 
wtulted in the loss uf his leg ; he was 
rendered unable tu continue to serve mth 
his regiment, aud was compelled tu accept 
some Staff appointment in one of our 
colonial, to linger out hi* dayt, a severe 
sufferer, though the injured party— an 
example uf the painful injustice hraped 
upon those whu see If a reparation for a 
great wrung by the laws of honour. 

These an but two instance! out of the 
many which occurred during the writer's 
five years' residence in India ; but being 
of a more glaring character than the gene- 
rality of duelt, led him to name them 
more especially. 

The men-table, unfortunately, affords 
too frequent occasion! for the exchange 
of shots, and brulhrr offlceci have thence 
arisen to avenge some fanned insult, 
under unnatural etctlemenl, by calling 
out their former friends; and although 
the shuts may, in many inttances, fall 
harmless, yet they loo frequantly prove, 
if not fatal, greatly injurious tu thr suf- 
ferer 't future health, happinrti, aud pros- 
pects in life. 

Another source uf frequent duels it the 
betting ayilera carried tu to great an ex- 
tent amongst the officer! in the Indian 
Army, as well as civ ilians holding dis- 
tinguished appointments, that nu one can 
have resided long in India without bring 
aware of the extravagant pitch to which 
this species of gambling is carried. 
Thousands of rupees exchange hands un 
the most trivial occasion , for instance, 
the turn-up uf a card ; the number of 
natirri, male or female, whu shall pass 
the window iu a given time , in fact, un 
the mod frivolous matter*. It it in be 
deplored that more rational sources uf 
amusement, during the long mttry day of 
an Indian climate, cannul lie fuuud lu 
prevent the encouragement uf gambling 
tu to frightful an extent. 

Much may be said ill extenuation uf 
this baneful way of "killing lime," 
when the want of society in India* 
especially that of females — the best and 
natural check npun such uuintellrclual 
indulgences — is taken intu to mule ration. 
At many stations, the officers of (he regi- 
ment are the only Kuropeans lo lie met 
with, and the want uf society at such 
places, causes time not only, iu fact, to! 
drag heavily, but it ii so much felt, lhat 
many fall into (he grosser habits of drink- 
ing, in order to create exciteuirnl f.,r a 
lime, which, once commenced, require! to 
be Continued, and tliui ton often brings 
many a brave fellow, who, in mure active 
service, would have been an honour to his 
country and friendi,to an untimely grave, 
perhaps, by the hand of the durlliM, the 
tad remit of an intemperate brawl. 

But duelling in our Baste m territuriet 
is not confined to lhe commissioned 
officers alone ; the nun -com missioned 
office™ and privates of Her Majesty "t ser- 
vice nut unfrequenlly resort to il also as 
the readiest way to decide an affair atfeu- 
iug (heir personal credit or honour, the 
following instance uf which occurred

jrMy't — I ).;,_•. fought a duel at lin- 
gular a* il was driprrair, no doubt in- 
ttigaled lu (his mode uf trilling their 
differences I . the example uf their su- 
periors in rank. Corporal H and (he 

wife uf Private K had been suipwled 

of a I,.., familiar attachment . the injured 
patty, thr husband, as iti most such cases, 
was the last lo suspect or discover the 
affair, and probably never Would have 
duiihied his wire's fidelity, had it noi been 
for thr busy tongue uf scandal, which 
uuttkfy spread through the Corps, and ul- 
timately rrached the husband* ear*. A 
friend uf the injured parly was deputed to 
wait upon Corporal M , and demand a 



hostile meeting, whieti was agreed upon, 
and arranged accordingly. They met 
early in the morning, some distance from 
the Barracks, and rxchanged sliult . the 
Corporal Was woundrd iu the rencontre, 
ami (hereby rendered incapable of resuming 
hii duties for some lime. On being car- 
ried to the hotpilal, the natural iuqoiry of 
" how came he by (he wound!" led to a 
discovery of the duel. 

Both parties were forthwith placed under 
aneil, hut ultnna(ely released, without too 
strict an inquiry. The lady was, how- 
ever, at once started for England, and thus 
(he matter tenmuatrd, A novelty 01- 
curred iu this case, which savoured rather 
of s transatlantic character, the weapons 
chosen were carbines, and the distance 
•ixty paces. There cannot be a doubt, 
however, thai if a check to such proceed- 
ings be given in tespect to tnperiur Offi- 
cer!, by a linn determination un the part 
ii f Commanders of Corps, lhe recurrence of 
duels in a lower grade will be next to iui 
possible.
